Sugar tax thrown out by 
Florida Supreme Court 


Florida's agriculture industry is 
applauding the Florida Supreme 
Court's action May 26, striking 
from the ballot the proposed "Save 
Our Everglades" amendment to 
the Florida Constitution: 

The amendment would have 
to estab- 


torical ecological functions of the 


ecosystem.’ 

"The court concluded that the 
initiative would have set up a 
group of trustees to perform the 
functions reserved for multiple 
branches of government," said 
Scottie Butler, general counsel for 
Florida Farm Bureau Federation, 
the state's largest general interest 

The court said the initiative 


would have imposed a levy on raw 
sugar, then have complete autoho- 


‚ my in deciding how the proceeds 


would be sperit, thus performing a 
traditionally legislative function. 

The trustees would also have 
exercised executive functions by 
identifying pollutants and sources 
of pollution and taking corrective 
measures. 

The court said the initiative 
would have also performed a judi- 
cial function in that it finds that 
the sugar cane industry polluted 
the Everglades and imposes a flat 
fee to cover cleanup.
